Almost all perennial flowering plants can be planted in the fall season. The 
early spring flowering perennials are best planted in the fall to insure an 
The only exceptions to planting perennials in the fall 
are the fall blooming perennials, such as: Hardy Asters 
These must be planted in the spring so as to bloom the following fall.

Poplars, and certain shrubs are best planted in the spring; consequently, we 
do not list them in our fall planting bulletin. Dormant Roses, of course are 
not planted in the fall, but for your convenience, we have potted nearly eve- 
ry variety we list in the spring in special removable containers so that they 
can be planted now or anytime.
